In That Post-War Planning 

With everyone back home indulging in wishful 
planning for the time "when he comes back," the men 
overseas have, apparently decided that it is high time 
they took a ha'nd in the game, too. 

From the U. S. Marine corps come the following 
suggestions, assembled by Staff Sergeant Gerald D. Gor- 
don, combat correspondent: '■' 

SOMEWHERE IN THE MARIANAS (Delayed) — 
Here is a list of "don'ts" for wives and prospective 
brides of GI's from this theatre of war. 

Don't suggest taking a trip to the seashore. He's 
been looking at nothing but sand and seawater for the 
past two years or longer. 

Don't say anything about going on a picnic. He's 
been living in >tents, brushing away .flies, insects and 
other vermin during most of his entire tour of duty. 

Don't suggest going to a picture show — at least, 
for a while. The movies being the only form of recre- 
ation he had, the GI missed hardly any; many shows he 
saw two and three times. 

On the cooking side — don't scramble his eggs. 
That's the way all dried eggs arc cooked. Fix the eggs 
the way he likes them — usually, sunnyside up. 

Don't mash the potatoes. That's usually the way 
dehydrated potatoes are served. Most men prefer 
French fries, 

Probably not necessary to mention here — Don't 
serve canned luncheon meats. Serve as much fresh as 
possible; — heavy on the steaks. 

Don't throw cold water on any of his plans, such 
as making a swing of the hot spots, or even spending 
six months in a cabin in the mountains — away from 
everyone. Servicemen out here have been thinking and 
planning a long time about what to do when they get 
back, so DON'T; DON'T disappoint them.

Japan; Conquest in Reverse 

The dramatic entrance of Russia into the Paci- 
fic picture has added* to the protents of the course of 
events in that theater. 



Already it has inspired speculation as to the, ap- 
plication of a "squeeze play" against the Japanese. 

Just as the German military leaders learned that 
the boasted super-highways of the Reich can convey 
traffic toward as well as away from Berlin, so the lands 
which to Japan seemed to be extending alluring invi- 
tations to conquest are now beginning to bear a threat- 
ening aspect. 

To the Filipinos, to the Chinese and to many 
others whom the Japanese have sought to dominate, the 
slogan of the "Greater Asia Co-Prosperity Sphere" has 
acquired a curiously hollow ring. 

Perhaps it is because the Melanesians, the Bur- 
mese, the Chinese, the Filipinos and all the other races 
in those lands feel that they are members of the human 
race first, and of other races secondarily. 

Rather than widening the cleft between "east" 
and "west," the inhumanities attendant upon Japan's 
militarist program have seemed to have the effect of 
weaving' a closer bond of humanity between the races 
that stood in the path of the Japanese conquest and the 
allies. 

No one, reading, how our American .boys were 
aided by Papuans, Moros, Thibetans and members of 
many other diverse races, can ever , feel that they feel 
that they will quite be strangers to us again. 

To these people, as to us, the reversal of the tide 
of Nipponese conquest seems to have brought joy and 
vast relief, 

. Hitherto, Russia has been something of an enig- 
matic factor in the Pacific, despite "incidents" along 
the Manchurian border that have sometimes assumed 
the aspect of undeclared wars. 

It will be interesting to see what the outcome of 

her latest declarations will be.
